PARIS, Oct. *20-—-(UP)—Com- 
munist leaders Monday night 
threatened to cripple all France's 
industry with a general strike and 
appealed for the Socialist Party 
to merge with them to help stop 
‘Gen. Charles De Gaulle’s victor- 
jous Anti-Communist Union of the 
French People. 

The Communists called off their 
week-old subway and bus strikes 
earlier Monday after the French 
Army altered troops in the Capi- 
tal. Monday night, however, 
spokesman for the Communist- 
dominated General Confederation 
of Labor announced that “all in- 
dustries” would demand the 15 to 
20 percent wage increases asked 
'by transport workers. 
“Conversations (with the Gov- 
ernment) have begun,” the spokes- 
man said. “Consequently we are 
not forced to decide on a general 
strike tonight and we hope to win 
without it. 

“But if our demands are not sat- 
isfied, we will know how to de 
cide our course.”

LONDON, Oct. 20—(UP)—The 
Treasury announced Monday 
night that Britain has sold another 
$120,000,000 worth of her gold 
reserves and drawn another $120.-

total sales of reserve gold to the 
United: States to $200,000,000 and 
drawings on the Monetary Fund 
to $180,000,000 in a little more 
than a month. 

Britain’s gold and dollar re- 
serves—actually reserves for the 
whole sterling area since sterling 
countries depend on Britain for 
dollars—were believed reduced 
by the new sales to $2,200,000,000. 
| The sales were actually accom- 
plished. by shifting gold held in 
Britain’s account in the Féderal 
Reserve Bank of New York from 
one vault to another and crediting 
Britain with an equivalent amount 
of dollars.

A lower price on milk: sold in stores 
was asked by the Georgia Milk Producers’ 
Confederation. The group has asked a 
reduction of two cents a quart, and the

‘What's Wrong 
With Politics?’ 


(Down in Dodge County, Edwin T. Methvin 

wrote an editorial in his Times-Journal of Oct. 

16. 

It is a commentary on our politics, because the evils of which 

he speaks are by no means confined to Dodge County. There was 

no Talmadge-Thompson issue involved. This was just a county 

election. I have no information and make no comment except to 

say Mr. Methvin writes well and plainly. It is presented as an 

exhibit in the endless debate on the subject, “What's wrong with 
politics?” ) 

“We write this editorial with a feeling of disgust, because what 
we have witnessed with our own eyes, and that which has been 
told to us by the candidates themselves convince us that in.a large 
degree, Dodge County was placed on the auction block last Wednes- 
day and sold to the highest bidder. 

“The mighty dollar bought the souls of men, women and teen- 
agers at the polls on election day. 

“Votes were sold to opposing candidates for appalling figures. 

“One man’s family of five received $100; another family of four 
received $80; individuals were given from $2.50 to $50 each for 
theirs. 

“The percentage of votes bought and sold presents an urge even 
to nonreligious people to stretch their arms heavenward and shout 
the question: ‘Please, God, tell us to what depths can some of our 
people plunge themselves?’ 

“We stated above that we write with disgust, because some of 
those who sold their votes are considered in their communities to 
be among the leading citizens. They know better. It isn’t igno- 
rance. It isn't that they need the money for food and clothing. 

“Their attitude is disgusting . .. they just.don’t care! 

“They care nothing for a candidate’s qualifications. 

“There are those who shrewdly played the game, waiting until 
the closing hour of the polls neared. They then made their 
final demands upon anxious candidates. They were the men and 
women who feathered their dishonest pockets with $25 to $50 


per vote. 

Dollars “They, and all the rest present the frightening and dis- 
gusting spectacle of mouths watering at the sight of 

fresh, crisp, green dollar bills and lacking the courage, the intesti- 

nal fortitude, the willpower, and lacking enough self-respect to 

exert their own constitutional right of franchise. 

“No longer may a candidate enter a race for a public office 
and feel that he will receive votes because of his merits. Not in 
Dodge. Either he must have thousands of dollars with which to 
buy the race, or he must form a coalition with others who have. 

“That's Dodge County for you, where the people sell them- 
selves, their county, and their fellow man down the river. 

“We are disgusted no more with the action of people out in the 
county than we are with the people of Lees District (City of East- 


man). 

‘*‘Here in Fastman you could see the auction going 
Eastman on behind cars, in corners of the building, and in 
groups of two or three. If the bid was too low from one candidate, 
or his buyer, then the seller would drift to another candidate, or 
his particular helper. It was a despicable sight. 

“We do not stop with our tirade against the people only. The 
candidates, who furnish the means whereby voters sell their souls, 
their self-respect and their right of franchise, are themselves con- 
tributing to this degradation. 

“There were 10.270 registered to vote in the election of Oct. 8. 
Only 6,000 of this large number expressed enough interest to cast 
their ballots.

“This expression of apathy on the part of at least 4,270 
Dodge County voters is not to be taken lightly. It shows 
a complete lack of interest in the administration of their county 
government, and in a large degree gives consent to the remaining 
number of voters to do what they wish with a county government 
which directly affects them personally and financially. 

“So open was the auction on election day, and so freely did 
the money flow, that we asked several candidates what percentage 
of the voters in Dodge County could be bought... like chickens, 
hogs, cattle, and the like. 

“The answer we received would make chills run up and down 
the spine of those who believe in voting their convictions. It was, 
and we quote the exact words of a candidate who should know: 
‘At least 30 to 40 percent.’ 

“Doubting this information, and determined to get opinions of 
others, we accosted another candidate with identically the same 
question. His answer was even worse: ‘If I had enough, I believe 
I could buy almost 50 percent of them.’ 


“As if vote buying and selling were not enough, 
there was an additional spectacle in the Eastman 
voting precinct, at first open for all to see, but later carried on 
by signs and motions. There seemed to, have been a prearranged 
agreement between two parties that as certain voters were con- 
tacted on the outside and later run through the voting room, they 
were to be ‘properly’ taken care of. 

“We commend the official who noticed this irregularity and re- 
ported it to the chairman. And we commefid the chairman who 
remedied the situation by removing this person from the voting 
room. 

“For years it has been known in Dodge County that votes can 
be bought. They can be bought elsewhere, too—in Telfair, in 
Pulaski, in Bleckley—and in many other counties over the State. 
But those who have observed elections in past years will swear 
that never before have they witnessed so much money, such buying 
of votes, so many of our own people automatically labeling them- 
selves with ‘I was bought by the highest bidder,’ as was seen in 
Dodge County’s greatest election auction. 

“In serving the citizens of this county, office holders are not 
supposed to reap fortunes during their administration. But. what 
else can we expect when they spend not hundreds, not thousands, 
but many thousands ($25,000 to $50,000, some say), for the ‘honor’ 
of serving the public? 

“No one more than the other, the candidates, the people—but 
aren't we all suckers?”

9? You can, if you are given to mental speculation, 
More Food: link this rise in the population to the food prob 
lems of the nation. Naturally, it will take more food supplies for 
more people. Unless we all cut down on our appetites. Which, 
as long as we can pay the price, isn’t likely. We are in the habit 
of eating and eating well. 

The price of wheat is $3 a bushel and more. Those who observe 
economic trends say this is a good thing, even though it does 
result in a higher cost to you and you of a loaf of bread at the 
corner grocery. 

Here’s the argument approving $3 wheat. Remember, first, that 
the corn crop is off. Reduced because of the lack of rain over 
the great corn-growing States. Result of this was a shortage of 
feed for livestock.

Hoover Urges Food Gifts Abroad 


WASHINGTON—Herbert Hoover is telling Congressmen whe 
have sought his advice that the first step in consideration of the 
Marshall Plan should be separation of the problems of food relief 
and indutrial rehabilitation. 

As to food, Mr. Hoover says the United States first should de 
termine how much we have to spare, over and above the reason- 
able need of our own people. Secondly, we should determine where 
the shortages of food exist abroad and prorate our available supply 
accordingly. Third, it is foolish even to talk about pay for the food 
thus supplied. It never has been and never will be paid for. It 
should be given scot free. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hoover believes that rehabilitation of 
Furopean industry should be dealt with ona strictly business basis. 
He agrees generally with the recent suggestion of Winthrop Al- 
drich, President of the Chase National Bank of New York, that 
an independent and nonpartisan board of “expert competency” 


should be set up to handle all phases of this industrial rehabilita- 
tion program. 


Aldrich had said that this board “should have rea- 
sonably liberal authority to determine the type and 
amount of aid to be allocated to various areas and nations. It 
should retain the power to extend aid in kind as well as in money 
and to buy goods in the world’s cheapest markets. Its operations 
should follow as closely as occasion allows the patterns of private 
enterprise.” : 

Pointing out that this board would be much like the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, which loaned billions of dollars in 
domestic relief and for rehabilitation of business during the 1930s, 
with scarcely any loss to the Government, Mr. Hoover has recalled 
that he originally created that agency. He-discovered and brought 
into the Government Jesse Jones, the Texan Democrat to whose 
business genius the success of the RFC generally has been at- 
tributed. 


a : Mr. Hoover has made the unique suggestion that 
Distinction a distinction should be drawn between goods which 
are and are not replaceable. 

Food and cotton, for example, are replaceable in that they are 
farm crops. In providing these commodities, the United States 
generally is dealing in surpluses, over and above domestic con- 
sumption, and whatever is sent can be replaced in next year’s grow 
ing season. 

But when we ship coal, petroleum products and steel (raw or 
fabricated), we are depleting stocks of precious materials for which 
we have no replacement. 

Therefore, Mr. Hoover holds, for every ton of coal or steel and 
every gallon of oil we send abroad, we should exact payment either 
in kind or in dollars that we can use eventually to buy back these 
materials from foreign mines or oil wells. 

The heart and center of Mr. Hoover’s prescription for European 
rehabilitation is, ef course, the demand he had repeatedly voiced 
publicly that German production of peacetime goods be given free 
rein. In this field he believes private finance, if given a fair 
chance, will relieve American taxpayers of most of the load. 

While Mr. Hoover has been consulted fre 
Not Consulted quently by administration officials, from 
President Truman down, concerning foreign relief problems, curi- 
ously enough, he was not consulted at all in the matter of saving 
food at home—as to which he certainly had more experience than 
any other American. | 

If he had been asked, Mr. Hoover probably would have pointed 
out first of all that the food conservation program which he man- 
aged with great success during World War I was anything but 
a “voluntary” affair. It began with the enactment on Aug. 10, 
1917, of the Food and Fuel Control Act, which authorized the 
President “to requisition foods, feeds, fuel and other supplies nec- 
essary to the support of the Army or the maintenance of the Navy 
or any other public use concerned with the common defense—and 
he shall ascertain and pay a just compensation therefor.” 

Acting under this statute, the Government completely closed the 
grain exchanges and beught and sold at prescribed prices every 
bushel of American grain. It controlled the operations of every 
miller and baker and determined arbitrarily how much food should 
be shipped abroad and to whom. 

Thete was no compulsory rationing of home consumers. but that 
was the only phase of food disposition that was kept voluntary,

If plans laid 
here go through, the Griswold mis- 
sion will be supplemented with an 
American military operational 
staff. 

The staff croup will be com- 
posed of a top echelon to work 
with the Greek general staff, 
skeleton staff« to be attached to 
each of the Greek army corps, 
and operational liaison units to 
werk on the brigade and battal- 
fon levels. 


The decision to send such a staff 
group will constitute open ac- 
knowledgment of an almost unlim- 
fied American strategic and politi- 
cal liability in Greece. Yet the re- 
markable body of men who are in 
charge of our effort here, are 
unanimous that the decision must 
be taken. and taken without any 
further delay. President Truman 
can give the order on his own re 
sponsibility. under his 
tional powers as commander 
chief. He will be asked to do so. 


TT MUST be admitted at once

POLITICS demand the defense 
of the more important cities and 


towns in northern Greece, and 
thus the Greek army's effectives 
are almost all tied up .on guard 
duty. In Thrace, where the situa- 
tion is worst, the Greek army has 
a brigade, entirely dispersed in 
guard detachments of companies 
and platoons, each within its own 


strong point. But the guerrillas 
also have a brigade, commonly op 
erate in battalion strength, and 
now enjoy absolute freedom of 
movement by night. 

The country is _ terrorized. 
Communications are cut. The 
crops are not being harvested. 
The guarded strong points are 
full of able-bodied peasants who 
have taken refuge from kidnap- 
ing. And unless the trend is rap- 
idly reversed, the situations 
must deteriorate further to the 
point where the people will ac- 
cept even the rule of the An- 
dartes as preferable to the pres- 
ent chaos.

ASHEVILLE. N. C.—Southern Governors are still deploring Fed- 
eral intrusion into phases of operation traditionally handled by the 
fLates. 

But they are. almost in the next breath, calling on the Federal 
Government for more and more financial aid in their various pro- 
grams. 

Gov. Tuck, of Virginia, got the current Southern Governors’ Con- 
ference off on its usual note with some extemporaneous remarks 
lambasting “the orgy of Federal spending which has been going on 
in Washington for the past 12 or 15 years.” 

“The best people of Virginia,” said Gov. Tuck, cherishing each 
syllable of the magic phrase as only the best people of Virginia can, 
“sre demanding an end to the extravagance and ever-mounting ex- 
penditures of the United States Government.” 


R Promptly, then, Gov. Tuck went ahead to discuss the 
everse National Guard recruitment program which was the 
topic of the morning. The Federal Government is unreasonable, he 
said, to expect the states ta put up 50 percent of the cost of construc- 
tion of new armories to house units of the re-organized Guard. Na- 
tional defense, he added, is wholly a Federal responsibility and it

By Farmers 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 20 
()—Farm leaders from six South- 
ern States urged the House Agri- 
culture Committee Monday to con- 
‘tinue the present price support 
land parity programs and to rem- 
iedy what one of them termed 
iprice differentials “unfair” to this 
ipart of the country. 


Witnesses from Alabama, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennes- 
see and Arkansas testified at one 
of a series of hearings which the 
committee is conducting in an ef- 
fort to determine what the nation's 
farmers want. 


They emphasized a need for 
continuation of price supports in 
soil conservation and, in some in- 
stances, production control. 


Alabama Agricultural Commis- 
isioner Haygood Paterson told the 
‘committee “our farmers can’t un- 
iderstand” why products in this 
‘section, particularly livestock, 
‘bring lower prices than in the 
Midwest. 

Paterson also protested against 
what he called inequitable freight 
rates, but Chairman Hope, Repub- 
lican, Kansas, commented that -al- 
though committee members are 
“sympathetic with you,’ the mat- 
ter of freight rates was outside 
its jurisdiction.

The first formal is selected for its stag- 
line appeal, with particular emphasis on 
back interest as well as front.
